THREE TIMES ASSESSMENT. 


County Assessor S B Wilson has 


just completed a tabulation of the 
assessed valuations of property in 
the territory comprising the propos- 
ed good roads district on the east 
side of Volusia county, and his figures 
show that the assessed valuation of 
the real and personal property on 
which it is proposed to issue $350,- 
000 00 worth of bonds, is $4,250,000 00. 
This assessed valuation is based on 
approximately 
one third 
value, so 


that the real or face value ot the 
property to be covered by the pro 
posed issue is about $12,750,00000 
As the amount ot the issue is much 
less than 10 per cent of the assessed 
valuation, and as there are no prior 
encumbrances, these bonds should 
sell readily at a good figure 


Conservative persons who have in- 


vestigated the question, state that 
the taxes on the increase In value of 
the property along the proposed 
brick road, will more than pay the 
Interest on the bonds, for while the 
increase In the municipalities may 
not be as large, the average will be 
brought up by a higher increase in 
the value of the property lying along

"FROM MITTENS TO STRAW HATS' 


An article by Fred W. Smith, en- 


titled "Prom Mittens to Straw Hats" 
being a very interesting description 
of an automobile trip from Quebec to 
Miami, recently appeared In Motor 
Print The following reference to 
the roads between Fernandina, Jack- 
sonville, Daytona and Miami was a 
feature of Mr Smith's story:

neers under date of July 1, 1911, and 
was by him submitted to congress on 
September 10,1913, and the full report 
Is printed in house document No. 229, 
63rd congress, 1st session, a copy of 
which you can no doubt secure from 
your member of congress. 


"The board found that the most 


economical route from the St. Johns 
river would be by way of the St. Johns 
river to Salt Run above Lake Barney, 
thence through Lakes Ruth, Shad and ' 
Salt, and by a canal to the 
Indian 


river. 
The board of engineers for 


rivers and harbors in Washington re- 
ported adversely to the project; and 
the chief of engineers concurred with

County Assessor S B. Wilson has 


just completed a tabulation of the 
assessed valuations of property in 
the territory comprising the propos- 
ed good roads district on the east 
side of Volusia county, and his figures 
show that the assessed valuation of

I leases its convicts to the operators

value, 
so 


that the real or face value ot the 
property to be covered by the pro- 
posed issue is about $12,750,000.00. 
As the amount ot the issue is much 
less than 10 per cent, of the assessed 
valuation, and as there are no prior 
encumbrances, these bonds should 
sell readily at a good figure. 


Conservative persons who have in- 


vestigated the question, state that 
the taxes on the increase In value of 
the 
property along the 
proposed

"FROM MITTENS TO STBAtf BATS" 


An article by Fred W. Smith, en- 


titled "From Mittens to Straw Hats" 
being a very interesting description 
of an automobile trip from Quebec to 
Miami, recently appeared in Motor 
Print The following reference to 
the roads between Fernandina, Jack- 
sonville, Daytona and Miami was a 
feature of Mr. Smith's story: 


"From Fernandina to Jacksonville 


there is a good shell and stone road. 


"From Jacksonville to St. Augus- 


tine the road is fairly good, but is be- 
ing hard surfaced all the way with 
brick. 


From St. Augustine to Daytona 


there is quite a long stretch of sandy 
wood road which «s safe and passa- 
ble, but not much of a highway. In 
many cases it is rather a low way, 
and in rainy 
weather 
somewhat 


muddy, but St. Johns 
county 
has 


promised to pave it with brick, and 
It is not bad now. 


"From Ormond down the coast, all 


the way to Miami, there Is almost 
continuous good hard road. 


An Amazingly Delightful Finish. 
'At Jupiter Inlet there is a magni- 


ficent new cement bridge, and from 
there on down the road is very fine 
Into Miami, and also 40 miles beyond, 
with about 200 miles of local roads 
and streets around Miami. The whole 
trip from Daytona down to Miami is 


perfect delight, with its scenery 


along the Indian river and its fine 
farms, orange groves, palm trees, 
pineapple fields, etc. ' 


'Anyone can make the run from 


Jacksonville to Miami, 100 miles, eas- 
ily in four days, running about seven 
or eight hours a day, and the time will 
be greatly reduced as soon as the lit- 
tle short sections are completed. 


"Of course, no one must 
expect 


that this road will be the broad, flat, 
hard road like the northern roads, 
but merely in many places as good as

and Georgia are marvels of good row 
work, and are built at a very 8m,n 
cost «BOO to f«00 a mile) and ma " 
tamed at $40 to $(0 » mile per yej 
In central and southern Florida the 
coQuins and phosphate rock roads 
are also smooth ind hard in flntsl, 
and are built at a very moderate coat' 
There are many miles ot brick roads 
In the vicinity of all the towns 


"In addition to die main line at 


the Quebec - Miami, there are, ot 
course, hundreds of miles of other 
roads branching out from each sec- 
tion, and In Florida, alone, there are 
in all, about 1800 miles of hard aur- 
faced roads for the tourists, besides 
the Quebec-Miami portion, to enjoy 
after he arrives In the state. The 
same thing can be said to a great 
extent of the sections through which 
the road passes In the states farther 
north.
